Roberts clinches 500cc 
World Championship 


NURBURGRING, WEST GERMANY, AUG. 20 

Kenny Roberts, aboard his Goodyear/Lectron-sponsored Yamaha, 
clinched the 500cc road racing World Championship via a third place 
finish in the Aug. 20 final round of the series at Nurburgring in the 


West German GP. 

Victory in the event went to Virginio Ferrari in his first ride on a 
works Suzuki with Yamaha works rider Johnny Cecotto second. 
Defending Champion Barry Sheene on his works Suzuki followed 
Roberts home with Yamaha teamster Takazumi Katayama fifth. 

Roberts came into the event with an eight point margin on Sheene 
and could have claimed the title even with a finish four positions 
behind his rival. However, Roberts, as he had in eight of the 10 rounds, 
led Sheene to the finish line. 

The title marks only the third World Championship motorcycling 
crown that an American has won. Jack Milne captured one in 
Speedway in the late 1930's while Steve Baker ran away with the F750 


Championship last year. 


Complete coverage next week. 


Speedway star Mike Bast, out of 
action with a separated shoulder, 
says he'll ride the U.S. National 
Speedway Championship 
qualifiers despite his doctor's 
advice to sit them out. The 
possibility exists that Bast, 
reigning five-time National champ, 
may be accepted in the Oct. 21 
event without having to qualify. He 
will, however, be required to ride 
the Sept. 16 AMA/FIM World Finals 
qualifier and feels that it would 
“look funny” if he rode one 
qualifier and not the other. 


Brad Lackey’s Grand Prix of 
Luxembourg injury will keep him 
from riding on the U.S. Motocross/ 
Trophee des Nations team. Replacing 
Lackey at the Sept. 3 and 10 events 
will be Husqvarna’s Chuck Sun. Both 
races will see full coverage in Cycle 
News, as will the Swedish ISDT which 
runs during that same week. 


Coors will be sponsoring a series 
of four speedway races to qualify 
the 16-rider field for the U.S. 
National Speedway Championship 
to be held at the Orange County 
Fairgrounds in Costa Mesa, CA, on 
Oct. 14. The “Coors Cup Series,” 
as it is called, will include the 
following dates: Ventura, Aug. 22; 
San Bernardino, Aug. 23; Ascot, 
Sept. 14; and Costa Mesa, Sept. 15. 
Coors will also be one of the 
sponsors of the National 
Championship. 


In the first round of the 1978 Yamaha 
Summer AMA Motocross Series, 
presented by Bridgestone Tires, at 
Racing World on Aug. 20, overall 
winners were Steve Bauer and his Tim 
Buck-tuned DG Honda in the 250cc 
Pro class, Scott Gillman in the 500s, 
and Northern California's Donnie 
Cantaloupi in the 125cc class, aboard 
a Moto-X Fox machine and on the 
Marty Smith course for his first time. 
The three-race series moves to 
Saddleback Park next week. 
Bridgestone is giving away over $5,000 
in tires to Sportsman winners, and 
$200-plus tires to the top. Pros if 
running on their brand of rubber 
during the series. Complete coverage 
next week. 


Aspen, Colorado’s Woody Creek 
Raceway is the scene of the Sept. 
9-10 5th annual Mountain 
Roadracing Association Six Hour 
Endurance Race sponsored by 
Cycles of Boulder. There’s a $1,000 
purse, and you can race with 
teams of two (minimum) to four

The folks at Kawasaki report that Don 
Vesco, in an AMA/FIM timed 
practice run, entered the Bonneville 
traps at $301 mph and exited at 315 
mph for a record-breaking average of 
308.219 mph. Vesco had not planned 
to bring the double-KZ1000-engined, 
turbocharged streamliner back for a 
second run, but when he learned of 
the speed, he changed his mind. The 
wind, however, came up before he 
could make the second run for an 
official record. That was Thursday, 
Aug. 17; at last report Vesco made one 
other practice run and was hampered 
by transmission troubles.

The Roadless Area Review and 
Evaluation (RARE II) wilderness 
inventory, which has been moving 
toward completion for almost a year, 
is now in the closing weeks of public 
review. The Draft Environmental 
Impact Statement (DEIS) and 20 
regional supplements describing’ the 
practical and “site-specific” roadless. 
areas that could ultimately be 
designated wilderness have been in the 
public’s hands for about 45 days. The 
close of the designated comment 
period is Oct. 1 when all interested 
groups are expected to have completed 
their information gathering and 
submitted their suggested changes. Of 
critical interest to trail bikers is the 
possibility that traditional riding may 
be included within those areas 
identified as having wilderness 
potential. Riders who suspect that 
their riding area may be included in 
the RARE II review should consult the 
regional supplement for their state.

Yoshimura 
tops Suzuka

SUZUKA, JAPAN, JULY 29-30 

Over 70,000 spectators witnessed 
Wes Cooley, Jr. and Mike Bald- 
aboard their Yoshimura R&D of 
America-tuned Suzuki GS1000 
decimate the heavily favored Honda 
RCB World Championship 
Endurance Team. Not since the 
Grand Prix races of 1963 through 1965 
had Honda’s Suzuka track been the 
scene of an international motorcycling 
event. The American effort, consisting 


of Cooley, Baldwin, Emde, Pierce and - 


_ Pridmore, made quite an impression 
on the heavily European. influenced 
Japanese motorcycle public. 

Promoted by Honda, the race would 
be one way for Honda to flex their 
muscles at home with their two-time 
World Championship RCB 
Endurance’ Team of Christian Leon 
and Jean Charmarin and also 
introduce the CBX into the 
competitive ranks with Reggie 
Pridmore ‘and Ron Pierce at the 
controls. The Japanese populace had 
never seen the Honda RCB Team 
before because the bikes had been set 
up strictly for the European endurance 
circuit. 

The Yoshimura GS1000 was basically 
the same type of machine they used to 
campaign the Superbike Production 
class in the U.S. The only changes 
were the addition of a fairing, a 
headlight and a Compagnolo mag rear 
wheel. The Compagnolo addition was 
the result of an event that occurred at 
the Sears Point National earlier in the 
year, where Cooley sheared off the 
rear sprocket while leading the 
Superbike Production class. 


Practice 

Pops Yoshimura arrived in Japan 
two months early to put the bike 
together. The rest of the team arrived 
a week prior to the race. Practice 
started Monday. The promoter 
allowed the Yoshimura Team private 
practice sessions of about 90 minutes 
each day before the race. This enabled 
everyone to be totally familiarized with 
the track, and therefore would result 
in a better contest. 

Baldwin and Cooley quickly 
adapted to the 3.75 mile long track. 
During practice laps they shaved five 
seconds off the Honda Team's best 
time. Unfortunately, during practice, 
Pridmore was involved in a crash that 
put him out of the race. Ron Pierce 
would ride with Japanese rider 
Fujimoto. 

Qualifying 

Saturday's qualifying consisted of 
three 45-minute sessions; two in the 
morning and one during the 
afternoon. The best time between the 
two-team riders would determine their 
place on the starting grid. 

America’s Dave Emde proved to be 
the fastest aboard a TZ750 with an 
untouchable 2:19:23, good enough to 
put him and his co-rider, Isoyo 
Sugimoto in the pole position.

A dozen representatives from 
state ABATE chapters met in the 
shade of City Park to settle the 
future of the biker legislative 
organization. It seems that the name 
“National Abate” is copyrighted by 
Easyriders magazine or the Hell's 
Angels M.C., depending on who you 
hear tell it. 

“We don’t want to spin our wheels 
fighting another biker organization,” 
said the delegates from California and 
Pennsylvania. 

“Tt’s -a dumb name anyway,” 
California said. “A biker asks you what 
ABATE stands for, and you tell him 
‘A Brotherhood Against Totalitarian 
Enactments’ and he says, ‘huh?"” 

“A Black and Tan Edsel,” another 
delegate offered. Everybody giggled. 

Finally someone brought up the 
possibility of throwing in with AMA. 
“We've got the only state 
organizations, and AMA is the 
number one national legislative 
program working for bikers’ rights,” 
the delegates all agreed. 

The state abaters all knew (they 
read the papers) that AMA recently 
opened six seats on its 13-man board 
of trustees to $12 a year “consumer” 





‘members elected by their peers. The 


swing vote between the industry and 
consumer members is reserved for the 
past president of the AMA, currently 
an industry member. 

It is conceivable that the state 
abaters could join AMA en mass, vote 
in their slate (these bikers do vote, dirt 
bikers don’t) and take control of the 
American Motorcyclist Association. 


Of course, they might off-load the 
AMA racing program to concentrate 
on biker rights, like AAA did with 
USAC some years ago, but that’s 
something to be brought up later. I 
am sure that the industry members 
would have a lot to say about voting 
for any such drastic changes. 

I can imagine what’s going through 
the minds of the present AMA trustees 
of AMA as they read this. Imagine 
Padre of Pennsylvania with his “Go to 
hell or join the Biker Church” T-shirt 
seated at the big table in Westerville, 
Ohio with the likes of clean and clubby 
John Davidson, spiffy copish R. Hull, 
and the Prince of Style himself, Robert 
Rudolph. 

Things certainly look good for the 
struggling bikers. Will the dirt racers 
move over without a fight? Will Rogue 
be the Northeastern or Southeastern 
candidate? Will AMA be thus 
enriched by close association between 
the industry and motorcyclists? Will 
the biker bloc be able to break one 
vote loose from the industry side and 
elect a biker president? Is this the 
beginning of a new kind of two party 
system in America? Will the 
administration of AMA change for 
worse or better? What new delightful 
possibilities and vexing problems are 
in store for US bikers? What new force 
to counter the government's power is 
lurching toward Westerville to be 
born?

AMA Grand National Championship/Camel Pro Series — Round : 


Gary Scott edges Boody; Spring

DES MOINES, IA, AUG. 20 


Gary Scott returned to winning form in the 
Camel Pro Series half mile at Des Moines’ Iowa 


State Fairgrounds. Scott, in a confrontation - 


that lasted the full 20 laps of the Dr. Pepper- 


sponsored National, out-battled, 
out-bashed and out-ran Ted 
Boody for the win while Jay 
Springsteen was cutting his way 
through traffic for third place. Phil 
McDonald and Steve Eklund stayed 


glued together for the entire race to 
finish fourth and fifth. 


The win, Scott’s first of the season, 
marked the end of a long drought for 
the KK Motorcycle Supply-sponsored 
rider. It also served to thrust Scott into 
fifth place in the point standings. 


“Don’t count me out yet,” said Scott 
after receiving a Dr. Pepper shower in 
the winner’s circle from Harley- 
Davidson teamsters Boody and 
Springsteen. “A lot can happen in the 
remaining seven races. I plan to make 
up for a lot of lost time.” 

Two points, 235-233, are all that 
now separate leader Eklund from 
defending champion Springsteen in 
their ever-tightening battle for the 
crown. Ted Boody took a giant step 


toward cementing his hold on third 
place in the standings and keeping the 
leaders in’ sight. Boody now leads 
Hank Scott 150 to 125 points with 
Gary in fifth, just 10 points shy of 
brother Hank. 

The race marked the first time in 
over 25 years that a National has been 
held at the Fairgrounds. It was 
enthusiastically received by an 
estimated 9,000 fans and fair goers. 


Time trials 

Had there been a Happiest Rider of 
the Day Award, it would have gone to 
Phil McDonald when he found out 
he’d set fast qualifying time on his 
Team Bel-Ray/Cycle Parts 
Distributing of Wichita K&N Harley. 

“I'm pumped,” said McDonald as 
he hugged his pretty wife. “It’s been a 
long, long year, and starting off the 
year like this is just what I needed.” 

Steve Eklund, Mike Kidd, Corky 
Keener and Troco Oil/KRW- 
sponsored Brad Hurst rounded out the 
top five. 


Gary Scott qualified sixth, which is 
not unusual. However, Scott was 
cutting his first laps on the track on his 
spare bike, since his half miler blew up 
in the final laps of practice. 

Hank Scott was in a similar 
situation. He was aboard Eddie 
Lawson’s spare Shell 
Specialties Yamaha after his Patrick 
Racing/Sure-Fire Distributing Harley 
burned a piston in practice. 

A full night of stock car racing had 
left the track with what appeared to be 
a very wide groove. Practice 
narrowed it down to a two rider notch 
with passing room available if you 
wanted to take the chance. It was slick 
as many found out with an uneven 
surface that produced a distinctive 
chirp of tires as riders scrubbed off 
speed charging into the corners. A 
member of the Iowa State Patrol using 
a VASCAR radar unit caught several 
riders turning in excess of 95 mph on 
the back straight. 

Heats 

Phil McDonald ran away with the 
first heat to set himself up as the 
sentimental favorite of many fans. 
Self-sponsored Dewayne Howton 
slowly worked his way around Hank 
Scott and Brad Hurst for second, 
leaving the pair to fight to the flag for 
the final transfer. Scott took it by

inches, or as he later said, “I beat 
Hurst by sheer determination, 'causeI 
know it wasn’t horsepower.” Hurst was 
to spend a frustrating day of being just 
one position too far back in every race. 

The second heat looked like it would 
be all Steve Eklund. But Gary Scott 
had other ideas. He slowly. began to 
close the gap on the leader and took 
over when Eklund slipped off the 
groove on lap six. Scott took command 
and the win with Ted Boody closing on 
Eklund on the final laps. 

Mike Kidd and Circle Bell 
Enterprises/Harley-Davidson West- 
sponsored Scott Pearson were never in 
danger of losing their top spots in heat 
three. Terry Poovey, on the Tex 
Peel/Team Bel-Ray Harley, quickly 
moved past Rookie of the Year 
candidates Don Bailey and Eddie

Joe Wilson only led two laps of the 
Trophy Race, but they were the ones 
that counted. The Capshaw/Barnes 
Wheels/ Patrick Racing/Bobby J’s- 
sponsored Harley rider grabbed the 
lead from Bubba Rush and his 
Edwards Motor Co./Jemco-sponsored 
XR on the 10th of 12 laps with a late- 
braking pass going into turn three and 
held on for the win.

Boody, Keener, McDonald, Eklund, 
Springsteen and Kidd quickly hooked 
up and played in those positions for 
two laps. 

Aggressive riding got Keener into 
trouble on lap three as he slipped off 
the groove and found himself sixth. 
Everyone moved up one spot. 

Meanwhile, the Scott/Boody battle 
was shaping up. Boody would put a 
run on Scott down the straights and 
overtake him as they entered turns one 
and three. Scott, however, would 
explode out of turns two and four. It 
appeared to be a stand off, but the 
drive of Scott off the corners would 
eventually prove decisive. Boody took 
over the lead on lap five and held on 
until lap 12. He took it back one lap 
later, gave it up on lap 15 and played 
shadow to Scott for the remaining 
laps. 

Springsteen, after working his way 
to third on lap five, slipped off the 
groove and had to start over from 
sixth, Traffic, in the form of Kidd, 
Eklund and McDonald, blocked the 
way. The quartet put on a helluva 
show with Springer threading the 
needle over, under and around in one 
superb move on lap 17 to set the 
winner's circle. > 


Although the race was extremely 
close, there was actually little position 
changing, for as many found out, the 
groove was deceptive and passing had 
to be done quickly, carefully and 
probably with fingers crossed. 

Some of the best racing of the day 
was done out of sight of the 
grandstands as Boody and Scott 
continually physically battered each 
other entering turn three in a sort of 
intimidation ritual. But it was clean, 
hard racing, some of the best seen this 
season. e

Burgett pulls off another 500cc win, 
Mosier scores first National victory

CHARLOTTE, NC, AUG. 20 


‘Team Kawasaki’s Gaylon Mosier rode his KX- 


125 factory Kawasaki to his (and the bike’s) 
first National win in the next-to-final round of 
the AMA/Mr. PiBB 125cc National Champion- 


ship MX Series ‘at Metrolina 
Fairgrounds, just outside of 
Charlotte. 

Mosier nailed down back-to- 
back moto wins for a clean sweep of 
the class which saw Team Suzuki 
newcomer Brian Myerscough placing 
second and Team Honda's Steve Wise 
third. The win was well-deserved. 
Mosier, who has been contesting the 
Nationals for years and who has 
labeled himself an Open class jockey, 
was obviously the quickest 125cc class 
rider throughout the day. 

Adding to the excitement of the first 
win by Gaylon and the Kawasaki KX- 
125 was the fact that the victory also 
marked the first National win for 
mechanic Rocky Williams. Williams, 
who has been deaf all his life, never let 
that hold him back in his quest over 
the last five years to become a top 
factory mechanic. 

While the 125cc class was a runaway 
for Mosier, the fans finally got to see 
some bike-clashing in the Open 
National where Yamaha's Rick 
Burgett once again came out on top 
with his Bill West-prepared OW39 


works bike. And while most of the 
other factory stars were crying tales of 
bad luck, semi-privateer Darrell 
Shultz from Orangevale, CA finished 
right behind Burgett for second 
overall on the Sisler Construction 
400cc Maico prepared by his father. 
Darrell beat out Bassett Racing/Team 
Yamaha rider Rex Staten on the last 
lap of the final moto to prevent 
another Yamaha romp this week and 
to leave Rex with third overall. 

Most of the riders tried to make the 
best of the Metrolina course which 
featured man-made double and triple 
stadium-style jumps, linked by flat 


straights and switchback turns. Not 


helping matters much was a potential 
dust problem which was handled by 
over-watering the course before 
practice, which then dried the track 
into numerous one-line grooves by 
race time. 

“I don’t see how they can make us 
race on this stuff,” complained 500cc 
Champion Marty Smith, “particularly 
after the course was so bad last year, 
too. Practice was impossible from the 
watering.” 


125cc National 


It looked for a moment like local 
stars were going to send the factory 
boys packing as James Walker on a 
Yamaha snared the holeshot through 
the 180 degree first turn which would 
cause pile-ups during every start of the 
day. 

Quickly though, Gaylon Mosier was 
burning his way up from a top-five 
start to put his semi-production works 
Kawasaki into the lead on the third 
lap. Gaylon was flying and pulling 
away quickly from Walker, Gary 
Denton, Gregg Toyama, Dan Turner, 
Mark Gregson, Jimmy Martin and 
Brian Myerscough. 

125cc National Champion Broc 
Glover, with his second title just 
wrapped-up the weekend before in 
Missouri, was having just the 
beginnings of a bad day as he started 
worked his way up from a miserable 
30th place after turn one which would 
get the Yamaha pilot an eighth place 
at the moto’s end. 

The second moto would be even 
worse for Broc as he would fall on the 
first lap and find himself left in last 
place, charge back up more than 
midway through the field before bike 
problems would leave him sidelined 
for the first time all series. 

Working up from an even worse 
place in the first moto than Broc were 
Marty Moates and Jeff Ward as they 


tried to recover from crashes as well. 
By the halfway point in the moto, 
positions had hardly changed with the 
exception that Cross Up’s Gregg 
Toyama had dropped back to eighth 
place behind Wise. 

At the 30-minute mark, Mosier’s 
lead had nearly put him out of sight 
from the remainder of the pack. Dan 
Turner found a burr under his saddle 
and gassed his Moto-X Fox Yamaha 
within firing range of Walker, still 
holding on to second. The main race 
for the remainder of the moto would 
be between Walker and Turner with 
Danny finally brushing his way past 
Walker, who was only riding his third 
National race ever, to claim second 
place. X 

Suzuki's Myerscough passed LOP’s 
Mark Gregson in the closing laps as 
well for fourth place and they were 
followed across the line by Honda's 
Wise and Reid, Glover who had 
recovered his way up to eighth, 
Denton and Toyama. 

Mosier had looked the fastest, but 
Gaylon wasn’t about to make any 
predictions considering his past luck 
on the Nationals. “The first moto 
doesn’t mean anything yet. I've still 
got to work hard in the second one.” 

It was strange to see round two get 
off the line in nearly reverse order of 
the opening race with Marty Moates 
wheeling the other LOP Suzuki into 
the lead ahead of Jeff Ward on Broc 








Yamaha. Just behind were Ron 
Turner on the Luft factory Yamaha, 
Gregson, Mosier, Reid and Denton in 
the heat of things again. 

Warren Reid tried to tangle with 
Mosier for his position, but Gaylon 
wasn’t about to give ground. A paint- 
trading confrontation developed 
which ended as quickly as it happened 
with Warren parking his new pre- 
production 125cc Honda in a mudhole 
at the side of the track. A few laps 
later Warren was out when another 
crash took its toll. 

The DNF list continued to grow as 
first Ron Turner was added to it when 
his rear wheel exploded, then Glover. 


At the halfway point the slight lead | 


which Marty Moates had been 
enjoying over Jeff Ward began to 
shrink. The 16-year-old pint-sized kid 
from Yamaha who could barely touch 
the footpegs, let alone the ground, was 
closing on the LOP rider. Just as the 
two wheeled down the track by the 
signaling area, side-by-side, Marty lost 
control of his Suzuki going into the 
upcoming turn and nailed himself to a 
tree. 

“Someone missed their rider and 
squirted me instead with a fire 
extinguisher,” moaned Marty later in 
the pits. “My handlebar grips were 
wet, and I didn’t know it. When I went 
into the next turn my hands slipped 
right off the grips and I crashed into a 
tree.” 

Marty was out, the victim of a 
careless mechanic in the signaling area 

_ who tried to cool down his own rider 
and missed. Jeff Ward was now 
leading his first National ever, holding 
down a six-second but narrowing lead 
over Mosier. “Gassin’ Gaylon” was 
riding too hot to settle for second 
place, especially since his taste of 
victory in round one. At the 40-minute 
mark, he closed on Ward, took half a 
lap to find a clear line past, then 
gassed the lime green machine into the 

» lead for victory. 

Finishing out the moto behind 
Gaylon and Jeff were Brian 
-Myerscough collecting his highest 
National finish with second overall on 
the Team Suzuki. Steve Wise on the 
works Honda was third overall 
followed by Gregson, privateer 
Richard Coon, Denton, Tod Perkins, 
Toyama and Bob Collie. 


500cc National 


Once again, the Open class was a 
Team Yamaha benefit preformance. 
The Lumberjack, Rick Burgett, led 
nearly every lap from start to finish, 
trailed a couple of seconds back by 
“Rocket Rex” Staten. The big news 
was that because of his win the week 
before in Missouri over Burgett, 
Bassett Racing would see Rex riding a 
Yamaha works bike in this fall’s Trans- 
AMA Series as well. 

The first moto was more a parade 
than a race as little Ricky led the way 
ahead of Staten, Tommy Croft, 
Darrell Shultz, Pat Moroney, Mickey 
Kessler and Tony DiStefano, Marty 
Smith went down in the expected first 
turn pile up and was left in last place, 
managing to recover his way back up 
to ninth by the checkered flag. The 
only exciting move was when Shultz 
put his Sisler Maico around Croft's 
factory RC 450 Honda to take over 
third position just a couple of laps 
after the start. 

Mickey Boone kept his local fans 
pumped a little as the tobacco- 
chewing hillbilly on the Suzuki team 
moved up from a slow start to finish 
seventh behind Burgett, Staten, 
Shultz, Croft, DiStefano and LaPorte. 

Kawasaki's Steve Stackable was 
having a hell of a day, riding in pain 
because of a badly sprained and cut 
leg from a tangle with a crashed rider 
the week before. He shouldn’t have 
been racing at all, but he said he

creditable eighth overall oe a 


jury. 

St having missed much of the 
first moto because his factory Can-Am 
wouldn’t run on the starting line, Gary 
Semics charged back for round two to 
become part of a Yamaha sandwich 
between Burgett and Staten in the 
opening laps. Soon the works Yamahas 
were in the lead again, but round two 
still proved to be the best of the day as 
Gary ct ie back to join in a battle 
over fourth spot that was more of a 
free-for-all with Marty Smith, Tony 
D., Denny Swartz with the Aaen 
Engineering Maico, LaPorte, and 
Kessler. The group bounced and 
careened off each other for 15 minutes 
before attrition began taking its toll, 
dropping the factory riders out like 
they were flies. Almost unnoticed 
because of the battle behind him was 
Darrell Shultz who was charging along 
strongly in third position. 

But by the halfway point in the race 
when the entire Suzuki team had 
dropped out (Mickey with a thrown 
rear chain, Tony, “The clutch went 
out, I lost second gear, and one of the 
rear shocks was falling off anyway... it 
was all just a matter of time.” Danny, 
“A flat tire. I wouldn’t have any luck 
at all if I wasn’t having bad luck.”). 

Smith was complaing about his bad 
luck too, which seemed to be striking 
all the factory teams in the 500cc 
Nationals with the exception of Team 
Yamaha. “A lapped rider fell in my 
path, and I went down. I still got back 
up to finish fourth. 

“But luck has more to do with 
racing than anyone thinks,” Marty 
continued. “It’s probably a third of 
racing, together with a rider and his 
bike. Last year luck was in my favor, 
this year it’s running against me.” 

No one was smiling but Rick 
Burgett. “I passed Rex right in the 
same spot I passed him in the first 
moto. This time though, I passed him 
on the opposite side because I knew 
he'd be looking for me on the other 
side.” 

Rocket Rex thought he could hold 
off Shultz for second place in the final 
run, but Darrel had reeled in Rex for 
the closing laps and Rex was feeling 
the pressure. They were rubbing tires 
in every turn as Darrell tried to get 
around, but couldn’t find the room. 
Suddenly, Rex dropped the Yamaha 
on the last lap as Darrell stuffed the 
Maico by for second overall! 

“That was a hard moto,” claimed 
Darrell afterwards. “First I had to get 
through those guys behind me, then I 
was hoping my battle with Rex would 
move me up to Burgett. If I got close 
to Rick, I felt I could pass them both 
for the win.” 

Still, second overall was good 
enough for the hottest privateer on the 


National circuit in years. e

dialogue

“Off-road vehicle recreation has rights that are 
just as important as any other form of recrea- 
tion,” said Bert Cole, Washington State Com- 
missioner of Public Lands, as he opened the 


Pacific Northwest Recreational 

Trail Bike Workshop. 
Commissioner since 1950 

and, as such, in charge of the 


State’s Department of Natural Re- 
sources, Cole has been instrumental in 
shaping Washington's progressive 
ORV programs. With 1.6 million 
dollars to spend in this, the sixth year 
of operation under the program's 
enabling legislation, it isn’t surprising 
that the Department was co-hosting 
this important regional workshop. 
High ranking land use and recreation 
planners from every land 
administering agency in the northwest 
had been invited, as were prominent 
representatives of the broadcasting 
and newspaper media. All told, 78 
people were there to hear Cole urge 
those in government to accept their 
responsibility to provide equal 
recreation opportunity to all forms of 
recreationists. Accomplishment won't 
be easy, as he cautioned, “It will be a 
difficult job for ORV users to get their 
share as it will require active 
education, political activity, and 
management programs.” 

And getting our share was what the 
workshop was all about. Conceived by 
the Motorcycle Industry Council, the 
workshops are an educational -tool 


designed to introduce land use and 
recreational planners to the needs and 
desires of the recreational trail bike 
rider and to give them a taste of the 
sport. During the first of the two days 
the planners heard presentations from 
fellow planners that have had 
experience with ORV recreationists — 
both good and bad, from the MIC and 
the AMA on the resources and 
capabilities they have that are 
available to the planners, and even a 
word or two from a couple of real live 
users (warts and all). 

There were some lightning bolts 
tossed that day, things I’ve thought, 
felt, and suspected but never heard 
from an authoritive source — on their 
side. Not to mention a lot of info that, 
besides being enlightening, would be 
usable to any of us the next time we've 
got to stand up and fight to keep or 
gain a place to ride. 

Ron Morgenthaler, a local rider and 
activist, got right up and punched 
them between the eyes with, “While 
public agencies pay lip service to off 
road riding as a legitimate form of 
recreation, their efforts and our 
dollars go to marinas, swimming 
pools, bicycle paths and raceways, and 
other more traditional needs. While 
the need has grown, the opportunities 
(for ORV. use), have, been reduced.”

Wouldn't be too hard to look up some 
of those expenditures before you 
appear at your next hearing, and use 
those facts to cry discrimination, 
would it? 

Alan Isley, president of the MIC, 
displayed sample of a ton of different 
authoritive studies and information 
summaries that his organization has 
prepared for use by the planner, and 
the biker. If you ever need some 
information on the importance of your 
sport and the associated industry to 
your state to fight or support an ORV 
program (there’s more bad programs 
than good, I'll admit), call Alan — 
he’s got it. For example, there’s an 
estimated five million bikes used off 
highway in the U.S.A., by 12 million 
riders. Off road related sales were 
about 43% of the 1.7 bzllzon dollars in 
motorcycle sales. Big bucks. Not to be 
trifled with. 

Gary Buffo, ORV coordinator for a 
local county (has your country got 
one?) reviewed research that 
concluded that “the manner and 
extent of participation in selecting 
outdoor activities is, in part, a 
function of personality.” That means, 
if you dig bikes, you'll not be happy 
with tiddlywinks or tennis when your 
local government closes your favorite 
riding area. Tell ’em that. Further, 
“...Tecreation satisfies deep-seated 
physiological demands.” Or, more 
simply put, the dirt bike scratches an 
itch you can’t reach any other way! 
Together, these conclusions mean that 
the ORV user won't fold up his tent 
and go away when his favorite riding 
area is closed — no matter how hard a 
government tries, closure as a solution 
to the ORV problem is doomed to 
failure. 

Buffo noted planners and managers 
have three alternatives for managing 
ORV users: 1. ignore them and hope 
they will go away; 2. recognize them, 
and impose controls on the user; and 
§. recognize their value, and provide a 
range of environmentally acceptable 
recreation opportunities. He observed 
the first two have been tried, and have 
failed. 

Larry Young, Outdoor Recreation 
Planner for the BLM flew in from 
Washington, DC to lay out some heavy 
thoughts (especially since he was the 
principal author of the currently-out- 
for-review ORV regs of the BLM). 
“Physiologically,” he observed, “the 
public lands (administered by the 
BLM) with vast open spaces are well 
suited to trailbike use.” That's because 
in the mountains a hiker is rewarded 
with a new vista, a new angle on the 
surroundings, every hundred yards or 
so — on the dez the same effect may 
take 25 miles — and no hiker can 
move that far fast enough to find the 
effort worthwhile. Remember that at 
the next BLM wilderness hearing — 
the hikers wouldn’t use a California 
desert wilderness even if they claim 
they want it. 

And in that fight, remember 
another thing Mr. Young said. 
“_..The trailbiker is a citizen, a first 
class citizen, with the rights, 
privileges, and responsibilities of any 





other citizen using public lands.” That 
cuts both ways, but so far it seems 
we've been getting the slippery end of 
the stick. Stand up for your rights! 
Roland Emetaz, recreation planner 
with the U.S. Forest Service had a 
dynamite presentation. I didn’t know 
anybody else thought that way. With 
some excellent slides, and keen eye for 
hypocracy, Roland lacerated his fellow 
planners. ORV use is not OK in the 
managers’ mind because of his: 
biocentric education; | chosen 
peofemion and avocation (hunters, 
ikers); peer pressure; lack of ORV 
experience; lack of understanding of 
ORV users’ needs and desires; and 
never having been introduced to 


. ORV’s in a positive manner. Closure 


of areas to ORV users because of 
resource damage, conflict between 
users, and user safety, are cop-outs. 
The solutions are: management; 
education; self-regulation; 
enforcement; restriction; and the last 
resort — closure. Roland's talk was a 
one-size-fits-all criticism of most of the 
ORV programs to date, and a similar 
sized plan of action for solutions to 
ORV problems. Great stuff. 

Joe Wernex, ORV Coordinator for 
Washington's Department of Natural 
Resources, told how they do it. in 
Washington — and it’s fine. They've 
1% of the State’s gasoline tax revenues 
plus ORV sticker fees, which totaled 
up to 1.6 million dollars in 1977. 
Heavy bread. Their program and 
accomplishments deserve more detail 
than I can give here, save to say it is 
impressive, and proof positive that 
state ORV programs can work. I 
suggest you write Joe in Olympia and 
ask for more info if you're trying to put 
something together. 

Richard Lendstrom, a_ county 
mountie complete with uniform, cuffs 
and pistol, gave a talk that proved 
ORV enforcement with cops on bikes 
can work. In four months of a special 
program, he and another officer 
undertook to solve that county’s ORV 
enforcement problems by education 
rather than confrontation, They made 
thousands of contacts in that period, 
and only wrote a dozen tickets. And 
eliminated the problem. Soft fuzz is 
good fuzz. 

Dr. A. E. Kier Nash, of the 
University of California at Santa 
Barbara, laid out some heavy stuff. 
“American nature,” he observed, “is 
politically distributed as to who gets 
what, when, and where.” (As in Jimmy 
Carter's recent move to take away our 
share.) “The urban upper classes’ view 
of what is wilderness have succeeded in 
distorting historical fact.” (Witness 
RARE II and the BLM wilderness 
selection criteria.) Some of the reasons 
for our problems (sucking hind tit.as it 
were) are caused by “...lack of 
recruitment of ORV proponents into 
regulating and management 
agencies,” the “... bias (included. in) 
policy influencing research,” and. the 
“| .. low level of political mobilization 
of riders and industry.” Dr. Nash 
displayed some preliminary results of 
Washington's legislatively mandated 
survey of ORV users and the general 
public, on ORV use. Problems for us 
abound. The general public looks with 
as much favor (not much) on garbage 
dumps near their home as they do 
cycle parks, and the great majority 
(81%) find “...there’s just something 
about any motorcycle.” He sees 
further controls in the future, so as to 
leave us with much more restriction on 
where and what we ride in the next 10- 
15 years. It's hard not to believe him. 

Too much good stuff came down to 
report. If the planners don’t take it to 
heart and put it to use, we can beat 
them over the head with it. But then, 
judging by all the grins after they rode 

ikes on the second day, maybe I/we 
won't have to. e 





This dream could 
come true: 
The Bert Cole Trail

As you pull into the campground 
at the trail head you can’t help 
but smile. Been planning this 
trip for over a year and it’s finally 
about to start. Took a lot of arranging 
to get everything worked out, but 
judging by the scenery here, it will be 
well worth it. 

There’s two other families with you, 
and more riders than trailbikes so 
everyone will have to trade around — 
but they'll all get to ride three or four 
days, and get stuck with advancing the 
trucks for a day or so. 

But we'd better get organized and 

et moving. It’s close to 40 miles to the 
First night's stop, and there’s a couple 
of lakes to fish along the way. Not to 
mention the need to stop every so often 
to take some pictures of the incredible 
scenery. 

Did you ever dream of a trip like 
that, a two-three-four day trail ride, 
with packs and sleeping bags, through 
beautiful mountain country, along 
trails made and reserved just for bikes? 
Well, keep on dreaming, cause you 
can’t yet. 

But it may not be too many more 
years till your dreams come. true. The 
Northwest Motorcycle Association, 
headquartered in the State of 
Washington, has that same dream, 
and is actively working to bring it into 
rality. They’ve got the bucks, but need 
to convince the land managers of the 
needs. That's where you can help. Let 
me explain. 

The trail would be located in 
western Washington, crossing over the 
Cascades, from Ahtahnum near 
Yakima on the east, to Greenwater on 
the west. The Cascades are a beautiful 
mountain range, and contain among 
other notable peaks, Mount Rainier. 
The trail would cross the back of the 
mountains a few miles north of Mount 


Rainier National Park, offering the. 


rider fantastic views of the peak itself. 

The trail would be at least 200 miles 
long, maybe more, depending upon 
final route selection. Campgrounds 
would be located at each trail head, 
and near the midpoint, to provide a 
pleasant place to start a ride, and as 
well as a place to wait for riders to 
come out of the hills. The riders 
themselves would stay in trail camps 
spaced out at intervals of 35 to 45 
miles. Trail camps would have tables, 
fire rings, privies, and large 
Adirondack shelters, with stone 
fireplaces. 

The trail is envisioned as providing 
an opportunity for bike-packing and 
long distance trail travel for the novice 
as well as the experienced rider. Not a 
race course for those of you who could 
run the distance in a day, but a 
recreational opportunity to enjoy 
nature, to fish, hunt, sightsee, 
photograph, and just relax in a wild 
land environment. And a_ public 
relations tool for the trail rider par 
excellence. 

Just imagine the converts we could 
make, the friends we could educate, 
with a facility that presents dirt bikes 
in the best possible light. Not noisy 
destroyers of the environment, but a 
means to get away from it all and see 
and experience nature the way only a 
few hardy souls with time to burn do 
now. The users of the trail won't be 
bikers, they'll be druggists, teachers, 
doctors, carpenters, lawyers, truck 
drivers, engineers and Indian chiefs. 
The silent majority. They'll be sure to 
join us! Fantastic!

Harley-Davidson rider Terry Poovey led the 
Expert final all the way ahead of a raging battle 
between Phil McDonald and Frank Word for 
second place in the U.S. Western Regional | 


Championship half mile. Poovey 
modestly credits his sponsors Tex 
Peel and Bel-Ray lubricants for 
the victory, but trained observers 
could tell that Terry's Texas rough 
track talent carried the day. 
McDonald went in a little deeper and 
came out a little faster to finish just in 
front of Word. Randy Carthel had 
kicked off time trials with a new track 
record of 25.06 seconds but failed to 
back it up in the heat race. 

Junior and Novice riders from all 
over the nation competed for points 
and prizes although the riders get only 
half points outside of their region. It 
was mainly the western racers’ big 
chance to advance to Junior and 
Expert status, where the big money is. 

Californian Wayne Rainey put his 
Yamaha out in front of a thundering 
herd of Juniors on 750s in the yellow 
plate final. He was followed closely by 
Rick DeLacy on the Shell Yamaha 
that had won the main race Saturday. 
Ron Jones of Oklahoma City piloted 
the only Junior Harley in the victory 
circle after passing Tom Duma for 
third place. 


Davy Jones of Oklahoma City came 
through the semifinals after winning 
one of eight Novice heats to capture 
the main event. But first Jones had to 


put two other heat winners behind 
him. Jeff Hariey and Dylan Heihart 
swapped second place a time or two in 
some of the best 250cc racing we've 
seen yet. 

Somehow the fairgrounds track held 
up for a week of racing and the 
weather cooled just enough to make it 
comfortable. As soon as payoff began, 
the rainstorm started. 

Three female riders entered the lists 
and one, Margo King, led her Novice 
heat briefly and fought well to hold 
fifth place in a field of eight. 

A churning crash in one Junior heat 
race took out the three leaders and 
sent two riders to the hospital. John 
Winsowick of Junction City, Colorado 
suffered a broken hand and Mike 
Kinzman of California was held for 
treatment of chest, leg and head 
injuries.

Pocono...who is this 
ankee road racer?

“There’s no way I'd ever do anything that stupid,” Mike Bald- 
win had said to his buddy Creighton Demarest after first wit- 
nessing the fearsome spectacle of motorcycle road racing at 


Bridgehampton, Long Island, late in 1973. 


“But Creighton was all turned on,” Mike 
recalled as we talked during the 1978 
AAMRR banquet in Connecticut. “He said 
he was going to build a racing bike. So he 
built a Norton and I watched and laughed. The day 
before the race he talked me into putting number 
plates on my Kawasaki. It was an AAMRR event at 
Bridgehampton and I wasn’t old enough to get a licen- 
se. I was 18, so I had to get all these papers signed by 
my parents. They didn’t really know J was going to 
race. 

“So we went out there and I was scared to death. My 
first lap out I had the throttle wide open and I looked 
at the turn and said, ‘I can get through this’ and it did 
one of those close-up things on me and the next thing I 
knew I was rolling in the sand, but I didn’t fall down. 
In the race Creighton finished fifth and I finished 
eighth. After I kinda got into it, it was really fun.” 


Baldwin, a former building contractor (turned full 
time road-racer from Darien, CT, exhibited in- 
credible talent and determination in the earliest stages 
of his racing career. We watched him race at 
Bridgehampton early in 1974. He had won three 
events and was leading the 250cc combined Exp./Nov. 
GP on a Benelli when we became really impressed. 
Although he held a strong margin on the field, he 
raced as though a phantom Kenny Roberts was in his 
wake. His style was somewhat rough and un- 
disciplined, but he was banked over like a sailboat in a 
storm. He was far faster and more aggressive than the 
Experts, yet his bike sported red number plates, 
marking him a Novice. Since he was a newcomer to 
the club circuit, we figured him to be-a ringer from 
California or at least a seasoned flat tracker. He was 
certainly more confident than any Novice racer we 
had ever observed. 


With no challengers in sight he wọn the race., pu -h 


The next event, a 350cc GP race, would have seen 
Mike carrying five first place wins had he not swung 
too wide on the turn and hit a thin trail of sand that 
described the contour of the track. He slid out, hit an 
embankment and was catapulted several feet into the 
air. With his leg pinned beneath the bike, Mike lan- 
ded hard enough to permanently dampen even a ve- 
teran roadracers’ enthusiasm - but except for a limp, 
he seemed miraculously unhurt. Up close we noticed 
“Swift Red” inscribed on the side of Mike’s helmet. 
“Pretentious,” we thought. But not inappropriate. As 
it turned out, Mike had only three racing weekends 
under his belt. 

In 1976, Baldwin, a dark horse of barely three 
seasons won national acclaim when he beat the Butler 
& Smith Superbike team at the Loudon National. 

By 1977 he was challenging the world’s best road 
racers on a self sponsored, self tuned, 1975 Yamaha 
TZ750. In his third ride ever on a 750cc machine he 
held off Barry Sheene at Long Beach before running 
out of gas just one lap from the finish. Later, at 
Mosport he engaged in a spectacular, race-long, four- 
way, wheel to wheel fray with Greg Hansford, Yvon 
Duhamel, and Steve Baker. Despite being hopelessly 
outpowered on the straights he, several times, led the 
quartet into the turns before settling into a close four- 
th position. 

This year saw a Laurel Enterprises/Paul Napier 
sponsored Baldwin qualify in fifth place for the 
Daytona 200. He probably would have occupied a 
front row position had he not run out of gas during 
qualification. In the early stages of the final he 
crashed when he was cut off by a slower rider. 

This year also, Mike was among the eight riders 
selected to race in the Anglo-American Match Race 
Series, where, unfortunately, the Americans who were 
stricken with bad luck, lost to the British. Mike's 
machine arrived at Brands Hatch only ten minutes 
before the first leg of the: opening event. Thus, he was 
left no time for practice on a track he had never seen. 
He finished in a disappointing last place. 

However, as the series continued Mike’s performan- 
ce improved dramatically and drew compliments from 
British moto-journalist Chris Carter, who wrote Mike 
Baldwin showed “...incredible form in his Mallory 
debut...” as he held down fourth place behind Hen- 
nen, Roberts and Potter. 

Shortly after the Match Race Series Mike's sponsor- 
ship was dissolved by mutal agreement of both par- 
ties. By contract, Mike was limited to racing only cer- 
tain events. “It tore me up to go to Paul Ricard and 
Imola and not be able to race” said Mike. Since he had 
been offered a sizeable amount of start money, he had 
traveled to those events in hope of finding a ride. 

Independence is very important to Mike and he has 
found some sponsorships to be very limiting. On the 
other hand, privateering can be self limiting. The 
pressures of doing quadruple duty as racer, mechanic, 
chauffeur, and sponsor can be overwhelming enough 
to affect a rider's performance on the racetrack. 

In retrospect, some of Mike's former sponsors still 
vow that Mike is the single most talented rider avail- 
able for sponsorship today. Yet, he is currently 
privateering again. 

When we interviewed Mike we discussed the general 
roadracing scene as well as the ups and downs of being 
a privateer. 


CN: Have most of your sponsorships been one or two 
shot deals? 


MB: Nobody has ever sponsored me for more than a 
couple of races except for Berliner. I’m self sponsored 
because I can’t get a sponsor or because a sponsor 
doesn’t work with me. 


CN: Why not? 


MB: It depends on why you race. I don’t race to make 
money. I race because I enjoy it and I wouldn't mind 
getting paid to do it. But I would rather spend $7000 
on a motorcycle and do my own thing with it than to 
have somebody else buy the bike and tell me 
everything I should do, because then it's too much of a 
business. It's fine for somebody who is racing because 
they want to make money, but if you're doing it 
because you want to have a good time doing your own 
thing, then it’s hard to find a sponsor who fits that 
mold. 

And if he thinks maybe he’s going to make money by 
splitting the prize money, well, he isn’t. The prize 
money is going to be far outweighed by the costs. And 
if a sponsor can’t make money off a rider, I don’t think 
that’s right. 

CN: What about the guy who sponsors you because he 
loves road racing? 

MB: A charity sponsor wouldn't work for me. I'd feel 
indebted to him forever. I would not feel like I was 
earning my ride. And if he’s sponsoring me out of the 
goodness of his heart, he’s not going to feel obligated _

to have the bike at the races on time and in tip-top 
condition. It was happened to me several times: I'd 
show up Saturday for practice and the bike wouldn’t 
show up ‘til Sunday. 

CN: How did the Berliner sponsorship come: about 
and what makes it work so well for you? (Mike has 
campaigned Ducati and Moto-Guzzi for Berliner since 
1975.) 

MB: It was a fluke. I was up at Loudon and Reno 
(Leoni) had the Ducati up there. I was standing next 
to him and I said, “Hey, Reno, I'd sure like to ride one 
of those.” He called me up a week later and said, “You 
can ride.” So Kurt Liebmann and I raced in some en- 
durance races at Bridgehampton and Loudon. I’ve 
been riding with them ever since. 

It works out really well because Mike Berliner is a 
good sponsor to have. He's consistent and I know he 
benefits by sponsoring me. I get the feeling that I am 
serving a definite purpose by riding that motorcycle 
(Moto-Guzzi). The purpose is advertising. I can be sit- 
ting at Ham’s shop and a guy will walk in and plop 
down X dollars and say, I want a Moto-Guzzi Le Mans 
because that’s what Mike Baldwin races. I've seen it 
happen several times and I feel good about that. That 
makes racing for a sponsor worthwhile ten-fold what 
the money aspect is. 

CN: That must make superbike racing a real 
pleasure. Do you like Reno’s tuning? 

MB: That’s the best part and I think the reason we do 
well, Whenever I have somebody to work on the bikes I 
do very well. Reno is always there, the bike gets 
worked on and everything is taken seriously. 

CN: You've campaigned Moto-Morini, Laverda, 
Ducati, Guzzi, all 4-strokes as well as 750, 250 and 
125cc 2-strokes. Do you have any real preference? 

MB: I like to ride the 4-strokes. I always have. I was 
going to ride a Ducati 750 twin, a factory bike. It was 
supposed to be flown over in time for the Loudon 
National (’77) and never did arrive. 1 was disappointed 
because I would have liked to compete on a 4-stroke 
twin against all the Yamahas. 

CN: Now that the EPA has had an effect and the 2- 
stroke line is disappearing from the street, do you 
think we'll be seeing 4-strokes back on the track in- 


stead of 2-strokes? 

MB: I certainly do. I think they’re going to try make it 
an advantage for the 4-strokes. I don’t think it’s fair, 
for instance, to run 1000cc 4-strokes along with the 
750’s. If the 4-strokes can be developed to make them 
faster, then let these guys build a 750 4-stroke that 
could beat a 2-stroke. They can do it. 

CN: In view of their rising popularity, what do you 
think the future is of superbike racing? 

MB: I would like to see the class stay the same way it 
was last year. I think the money could be a little bet- 
ter. It’s a great race for the spectators and a great sup- 
port race, but I would not like to see it become the 
main event. I'd hate to see the demise of the 750 
Yamahas. If anything I would like to see the superbike 
race moved from Sunday to Saturday. It crowds the 
750 race. It takes a little glory away from the 750 race. 
Granted, it’s got commercial appeal. It’s the stock car 
racing of motorcycle racing, but I don’t think it should 
move in on the 750’s in any way. Grand National 
racing is very specialized and I think it’s just right the 
way it is. 

CN: Which costs more to campaign, a superbike or a 
TZ750? 

MB: With a GP bike you have a comparatively 
cheaper racing package. You can buy a TZ750 for 
$8000 and for a few hundred more you can set it up to 
race competitively. There are people who spend 
$20,000 on extras for their 750’s but they don’t need 
to. With a superbike you have to be able to spend 
thousands on extras just to be able to race com- 
petitively. The people who build superbike racers are 
ashamed to admit what they spend. 

If, at Daytona, for example, they paid the kind of 
purse the NASCAR guys get. I'd be glad to build a 
machine from the ground up. But for its being the 
richest race in the world, the Daytona purses are 
nothing. ~ 
CN: What will you do if superbike racing becomes the 
main event? 

MB: I'll go to Europe if I have support or I'll race with 
AAMRR. 

CN: Do you feel that riders should receive points or 
half-points -for 250 GP. racing? (Note: ‘Mike is not 





campaigning a 250 this year because he wants to 
devote full time to 750 racing.) 

MB: Points don’t mean anything to me because I’m 
not competing for the #1 plate. I have no chance of 
winning the #1 plate because I don’t have the support 
to compete in the dirt track races. If I were competing 
for the Grand National Championship I would say, 
absolutely, they should pay at least half points. 

CN: Would you like to see someone sponsor a separate 
Grand National Championship series for road racing? 
MB: I don’t think it would be right. Since there’s only 
one #1 plate, it means you're the best at everything: 
short track, half mile, mile, TT and road race. It’s a 
classic thing and it makes the #1 plate worth a lot 
more. 

In Europe they have a #1 plate for every class. What 
happens then is what happened to Steve Baker (in 
1977). Baker became the 750 World Champion, but 
everybody says, well, so what. That’s not the best. The 
best is the 500 class. So he deserves to be a World 
Champion. He is a World Champion, but he doesn't 
get that from the press. He doesn’t get anything out of 
it because they've given out five World Champion- 
ships. The U.S. gives out one and I think that’s the way 
it should be. 

Besides, the only thing that draws in champion- 
ship sponsors is the (low) price. For instance, Camel 
spends $100,000 for the whole series (point fund). 
That’s nothing when you consider they have an adver- 
tising budget of millions. 

Do you know what it costs to run a 4-color process 
ad on the inside cover of a major magazine? Two of 
those ads cost them what it costs to sponsor the whole 
damn series. (Note: Camel spends $100,000 on the 
point fund, but about $500,000 on the series. A color 
ad could cost as much as $50,000.) You could race for 
a long time on what they pay for a couple of pages of 
advertising. 

Now one of the companies that I sent a proposal to 
told me they would buy me a leather. suit, put their 
name on it and all. They said they can’t do anymore 
than that. They took out a three page color ad in a 
dealer news magazine. They could have sponsored 
seven riders in the superbike class for what it cost them 
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to run that lousy ad. And then they said, will you wear 
that leather suit when you ride your 750? I said no. If 
you want to buy me a leather suit I'll wear it when I 
run the superbike class and that’s it. I told them my 
750 is gonna cost me eight grand and you want to buy 
me a leather suit to sponsor that bike? What they don’t 
understand is that I happen to know what they spend 
on those 4-color process ads. 

CN: Would you like to see the AMA run more road 
races? 

MB: Yes, up to 10 races. 

CN: Would you like to see the introduction of 125cc 
racing into the professional road racing schedule? 

MB: If anything, I would say take races out of the 
schedule. I would like to see the Novice race taken out 
of the schedule. I say this because at the races I’ve been 
to where there was no Novice event it was incredibly 
easier on the Experts — more practice time, more 
everything. 

The Novices could run Regionals. The clubs could 
run Formula events plus a Novice National event. It 
would make it easier for the Novices to earn their poin- 
ts. If the local club is paying AMA points, the Novice 
doesn’t have to go all over the country to make his 
points and prove his ability and he can get five times 
the experience at about a tenth the cost. 

CN: Now that the restrictor plate rule has been in 
force for a few months, do you feel that it has had the 
desired effect? 

MB: The rule doesn’t really affect people, because all 
the research information has been made generally 
available. The restrictor plates really don’t make you 
any slower. At Bridgehampton last weekend (May 78) 
I went two seconds faster with restrictor plates than my 
track record without them. 

It’s a worthless rule that has cost a lot of people a lot 
of money and aggravation. If all the money spent by 
researchers and riders on account of the restrictor 
plates were pooled, I wonder if it would amount to 
enough to repave the bowl at Daytona. That would be 
interesting to find out because nothing tears up tires 
like Daytona. 

CN: Aside from the restrictor plates, how well do you 
feel the AMA handles the safety end of their road 
racing program? 

MB: They really try hard to meet the safety end of it. 
CN: How well do you feel the AMA runs their road 
racing program in general? 

MB: With the racing I do I’m comfortable with the 
way the AMA runs their races right now - not giving 
out points in the 250 race and not making the super- 
bike the main event. 

But I think their contingency program stinks. The 
way it is now, you slap a stickie on your bike and if you 
win you get paid contingency money. If you don’t win 
you don’t get anything, but you still have the sticker on 
your bike, so a lot of companies get advertising for 
nothing. 

If (a company) wants to post $500 on the super- 
bike race, they pop $1000. The riders get $500. $500 


goes to the AMA just for the trouble of 
mimeographing the contingency sheets and laying out 
the stickers. That’s a heavy duty market. 

The AMA is taking the potential of advertising too 
lightly. 

They're devaluating the side of a motorcycle and 
making it worth nothing to the rider. If they restruc- 
tured their rules, the value of good riders would go up. 
They should post in their rule book that no rider can 
run any endorsement on his motorcycle at their events 
unless it has been paid for (by the sponsor, directly to 
the rider). Proof of payment should be shown at tech 
and if a rider can’t show proof, the sticker comes off. 
CN: What did you think of the Motorcycle Olympiad? 
MB: A side show. They should have run it in the win- 
ter. They did it during the season and most racers just 
can’t take time out to play with that sort of stuff. 

CN: Do you have any favorite tracks? 

MB: Bridgehampton, Loudon - I guess I like them all. 
I really enjoyed Oulton Park. 

CN: What do you consider your most successful events 
- most personally satisfying, favorite, or most finan- 
cially successful. 

MB: The most satisfying had to be Loudon in 1976 
when I won the superbike race. I really felt good about 
beating the BMW team. 

My most financially rewarding event (in 1977) 
would be Pocono, the National. I finished 4th and it 
was worth a little over $1,000. 

CN: What about Mosport? 
MB: Mosport was about $1,400 but they (Canada) 
took out a lot in taxes. 

The biggest event was the Long Beach Invitational. 
We were pitted inside a big arena - Madison Square 
Garden type thing - and all the Formula I cars were 
pitted in the same area. Mario Andretti was walking 
around, lookin’ and he says, “Aw, man, Fd like to ride 
one of those.” But the best thing was the thousands of 
spectators - over 70,000 to watch the motorcycle race. 
CN: Were you aware that Gary Nixon complimented 
your ride at Long Beach? 

MB: No. But I’ve had one compliment from Gary that 
I really treasure. In a tire testin’ session at Daytona 
(October '77) he hurt his hand and they asked him 
who he would trust to come down and ride the bike. 
And Erv Kanemoto called me up and said, “Get on a 
plane and come down.” At the track Gary implied that 
he liked my riding and that really made me feel good. 
CN: Who is your most respected rival? 

MB: I'd have to say Gary Nixon. I liked Nixon before I 
had ever seen a race. Since I was 13 I've read 
everything (motorcycle mags) I could get hold of and 
that was 1969. You read a lot about Nixon. 

I value having a rider as good as he is to watch and 
learn from and he also has the ambition to help me 
out- to walk up and tell me things. At Daytona I was 
taking the wrong line through the bowl and he came 
out and pointed out just the right little patch of 
asphalt to cut down. I cut three seconds off my lap 
times just from listening to the things he told me. 


CN: How did you like Erv’s bike? 

MB: It's difficult to learn to ride, but once you get the 
knack, it works very well. It handles beautifully; I went 
around the bowl with one hand and it went around 
like an arrow. It was set up reliably and I was im- 
pressed. 

CN: As a privateer do you run up against any 
problems in getting machinery and parts? 

MB: Mostly the cost. Yamaha makes their machines 
and parts easily available. There’s no problem. 

CN: Can a privateer make a profit at road racing? 
MB: I made a profit last year. 

CN: Can you give us an idea what it costs to 
wholeheartedly campaign the National road racing 
circuit? 

MB: If you.add up the amount of checks that I wrote 
out, you're talking a lot of money. You're talking 
$20,000. But my expenses were around $3200. That 
includes gas, two bikes, parts - the whole bundle. I 
bought the 750 for $6900, sold it for $6500. I spent 
about $600 on parts for the 750. I bought the 250 for 
$2550 and sold it for $2650. Spent about $250 for par- 
ts. Tires added up to $300. Gas added up to $1710. 
There's a lot of stuff that I got out of wheelin’ and 
dealin’ that I didn’t pay for. I’m what they call - I like 
to look at it “thrifty” - everybody else calls it “cheap.” 


CN: Did you do well in terms of prize money. 

MB: I made $8400. 

CN: And it was a bad year? 

MB: For every race that I did well, I did terribly in 
another. Rarely mediocre. I did well enough at 
Daytona and Charlotte to make the trip worthwhile. 
Bad at Long Beach. Bad at Loudon. 

CN: What happened at Loudon? 

MB: It was the worst race of my career. I had driven 
60 hours straight (from Darien, CT to Texas to buy 
Mike Kidd’s 750, and then to Laconia, NH) and 
stayed up all night and all day to work on the new bike 
to get it ready for the race. I didn’t have any money 
left for new tires for the bikes and I had an offer to use 
free tires (for the 250). I learned a lesson: tires that are 
free, are free because they're not the best. I tried an 
experimental front tire. Nixon tried it too, didn’t like 
it and went back to the slick. I tried it. It seemed all 
right in practice and in the heat race, but in the final, 
it just gave out. It started to slide while I was leading 
Nixon (for first place). This was the tire that Mamola 
had on the front of his bike and he went on his ass. 
Klinzman had one and he went on his ass the first lap. 
A new tire. Free. I should have known better. Nixon 
knew better. I run cranks ’til they stop, but on tires the 
line is drawn. 

CN: In the superbike race we thought you were gonna 
have it sewed up. 

MB: I didn’t have it sewed up. I caused my crash a day 
before the race and I'll explain why. We've always 
used a treaded tire on the front (of the Guzzi) and on 
that Saturday we put a slick on for practice. It didn’t 
feel right. But I was so bottled up trying to get the 
250 and 750 right that I forgot to write down: front 
wheel of Moto-Guzzi is hopping in turns. 

In the race it started doing one of those little bouncy 
things and the Guzzi has never done that with a 
treaded tire. As it would start to bounce, it would start 
to wash out. I was losing time because I couldn’t get 
my normal deep, late drive into a corner. I came out 
of the hairpin after saving it, saying, I’m a lucky dude. 

And going into that turn ten...a lot of people 
figured (Ron) Pierce did me in. He didn’t do anything 
that was a foul. He made an excellent move. I figured 
that if I got just the right line and pushed it a little 
harder, I'd beat him. He came into the turn tight and 
I came in wide, so I figured I'd dip inside of him. He 
had me read! He knew what I was trying to do. Instead 
of coming out of the turn wide, which would have let 
me dive in underneath him, he came out tigh* and I 
went to dive and he was there.I changed my mind 
quick...I’ll go around the outside of him...and right as 
I did that, the tire washed out. The situation would 
never have happened if I had remembered to try the 
treaded tire. 

CN: What happened in the National? 

MB: I crashed in the heat race. The radiator cap 
came off and I dumped water all over. I wasn’t able to 
finish the final because of the extensive damage. I was 
ruined. I wanted to ride the race and I think if I had 
gotten the machine prepared, I would have done well. 
CN: After Loudon your reputation suffered for a 
while. Some people were saying you would rather 
crash than lose. Do you feel that the “win or crash” 
theory is true with you? 

MB: It’s not so much win or crash. A lot of people are 
willing to win, but they're not willing to risk crashing. 
You're always calculating the chances. 

Road racing is very important to me - nothing else 
comes first - and I want to win at all costs. 

CN: What do you think your prospects are for Loudon 
this year? 
MB: (Laughing) It’s got to be better than last year. © 
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Thanks to Wes, John and ‘Pops 
from Suzuki. 


Wes Cooley cooled off the 
competition at Pocono. Winning the 
AMA Super Bike Production 
road race easily on a Pops Yoshimura 
prepared GS-1000. 

And, at the June 18 AMA Grand 
National in Loudon, John Bettencourt 
rode a Yoshimura prepared 
GS-750 to victory. 

All of which goes to show what 
Suzuki's mighty GS 4-stroke 
machines can do in the hands of mighty 
good people. 
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Bill Saltzman took second Open 
Expert.

Mike Baldwin nailed down the next 
spot with a 2:21:20 to place his 
Yoshimura GS10000 in the second 
slot, along with teammate Wes 
Cooley. 

The Australian team of Graem 
Crosby and Tony Hatton took their 
Yoshimura-engined Kawasaki Z1 to 
third spot with the Honda RCB team 
of Christian Leon and Jean Charmarin 
fourth. The moderately detuned 
KR350 Kawasaki GP bike rounded out 
the top five out of the 43-bike field. 
The CBX Team of Pierce and 
Fujimoto qualified at 22nd. This was 
the first time in two years that the 
Honda RCB Team had failed to earn 
the pole position in an international 
endurance race! 

Race Day 

The start of the race saw Cooley, the 
Kawasaki GP bike, the Australian Z1 
and Dave Emde separate from the 
pack at an unbelievable pace, running 
only a couple of seconds off their 
qualifying time. Team Honda 
encountered problems immediately. 
Leon's bike couldn't be started right 
away, due to a kick starter 
malfunction, and the RCB bike of 
Woods and Williams crashed on the 
second lap. 

The Yoshimura pits were preparing 
to watch World Champion Christian 
Leon move up through the ranks to 
challenge their lead, but the challenge 
never materialized. At the one hour 
mark Cooley had a_ seven-second 
advantage over Emde, 90 seconds over 
the Australian team and almost two 
minutes over Leon's RCB. 

The feeling seemed to be that 
sooner or later Yoshimura would 
encounter the clutch problems that 
plagued them all week. But the lead 
grew. By the third hour, Leon and 
Charmarin’s RCB engine had blown. 
The CBX of Pierce and Fujimoto was 
13 laps behind due to electrical and 
general first race problems. At this 
point Yoshimura riders were signaled 
to drop engine rpms to 8,500 in order 
to save it for the remainder of the race. 
Amazingly enough, their lap times 
dropped only one or two seconds, no 
doubt due to familiarity of the track 
by this time. 

The fourth hour mark saw second 
place Emde being lapped and 
Yoshimura’s dreaded tire change. The 
only people authorized to touch the 
bike at this time were the two riders 
and their mechanics. For some reason 
Cooley ended up changing both tires, 
by himself! In the process, Wes broke 
off one of the front axle cap bolts with 
the air impact wrench. Mike Baldwin 
saved the team from the black flag by 
coming up with a make-shift 
replacement which carried the bike 
until the next fuel stop where a new 
part was put on.

‘Bumblebee’ flies 
to Santa Ana win

SANTA ANA, CA, AUG. 15 
The battle between North and 
South was fought again at Santa 
Ana Stadium during the First 
Division Main events. During the 
Scratch Main, crazy man Brian “The 
Bumblebee” Buffington outrode 
northern rider John Cook.

burned up the track with close 
competitive racing. Finishing atop 
these “rough riders” was Louis Kossuth 
who just edged Chris Heege, and 
finishing third was Scott St. John. 

Every week the crowd capacity is 
increasing and with racing like this it 
will continue to do so. This next week 
John Cook and the crew of northern 
riders have vowed to take all the main 
events. 


Bast questionable 
for U.S. National 
Championships

The sad word came out over the 
PA at Ventura that Mike Bast 
would be out for the rest of the 
year because of an injury suffered 
the previous Friday night at Costa 
Mesa.

Knowing 
Mike as I do, if he can walk, you will 
more than likely see him climb to the 
top block at trophy line, where he will 
be given the crown for the sixth time. 

Sonny Nutter won the first title ever 
given out in Speedway way back in 
1969 when he won the California 
Station Championship and he is still 
going strong.

point lead 


with British win

TOWCHESTER, ENGLAND, AUG. 6 


The weather won the 500cc race at Silver- 
stone. For the race that promised so much 
simply fizzled out into a dreary marathon as a 
long, heavy shower flooded the track. 


And as rider after rider came 
into the pits to change to rain 
tires confusion reigned. No one 
knew who was leading and it 
was not until four hours after 
the race ended that championship 


challenger Kenny Roberts (Yamaha) 
was confirmed as the winner. 

Steve Manship (Suzuki), who had 
started on intermediate tires and who 
rode non-stop, claimed he was the 
winner — but was officially placed 
second; while Italian Marco Luc- 
chinelli (Suzuki), who scrambled on to 
the rostrum shouting that he had won, 
was placed fourth behind Barry 
Sheene (Suzuki). 

In fact the rain probably helped 
Sheene. For in the early stages, on a 
dry track, he was outpaced by Roberts 
and was struggling in sixth place. 


Now, with third place and 10 points, 
he goes to the final round in Germany 
eight points behind Roberts. 
Quick-starting Wil Hartog (Suz) was 
first away, leaving the pack standing 
as he streaked ahead. But Roberts 
took the lead on lap two — chased by 
Hartog, Michel Rougerie (Suzuki) who 
had been fastest in training, Virginio 


Ferrari (Suzuki), Takasumi 
Katayama (Yamaha), Sheene and 
Cecotto (Yamaha). 


Roberts, who had bettered the lap 
record on Friday, the first time he had 
ever ridden on the circuit, and who 
finished practicing second fastest to 
Rougerie, was flying and looked well 
in command. 

But it was different story for Sheene. 
He caught Katayama but could not 
pass the hard-riding Japanese, who 
then pulled away again leaving Barry 
struggling... In one lap, the fourth, 








Roberts increased his advantage over 
sixth-placed Sheene from five to nine 
seconds. 

Then, just seconds after commen- 
tator Fred Clarke had warned of rain 
at Stowe Corner, the heavens opened 
and riders found themselves riding on 
a streaming wet track. 

Roberts eased off, and Hartog went 
ahead when the American had an 
almighty twitch at Woodcote at the 
end of the sixth lap. A lap later, 
Michel Rougerie took advantage of 
Kenny's discomfort and pushed him 
down to third place. 

Sheene was suffering too. After nine 
laps, with the track covered in water 
and every rider looking ill at ease, 
Barry was in seventh spot, and 27 se- 
conds behind Roberts, who was third. 

Rougerie and Hartog pulled clear of 
the American, who’was caught and 
passed by Yamaha factory man 
Takazumi Katayama. The “Zooming 
Taxi” waved his arm at the start-line 
officials at the end of the 12th lap, 
in an appeal for them to stop the race 
— but already Johnny Cecotto, Will 
Hartog and Barry Sheene had pulled 
in to change their tires. 

Rougerie was out front, but then, 
after 13 laps, Roberts and Katayama 
came into the Yamaha pit to switch to 
wet weather tires. 

As the riders circulated at a very 
careful rate, Sheene, Cecotto, 
Katayama and then Roberts all 
rejoined the fray. It was almost im- 
possible to say who was where. The 
crowd was confused, the riders were 
confused and so, too, were the com- 
mentators and the press. 

Finally, at the end of 28 laps, flag 
man Dave Bailey stuck out the 
checkered flag to Kenny Roberts and 
the rest of the water-sodden field came 
home. 

The garlanding ceremony was a 
shambles. Roberts, Manship and 
Sheene came on to the podium, and 
so- too did Marco Lucchinelli, who 
had appeared a possible winner on 
many amateur lap charts. 

Roberts wouldn’t be drawn into a 
slanging match, or an argument as 
to who had won. 

“My job is to race motorcycles, not 
to worry about the results,” he said. 
“But I think it would have been better 
if the race had been stopped when it 
rained, let everyone put on new tires, 
and start again.” 

Katayama also thought the whole 
thing a sick joke. “I waved_to them to 
stop the race because it was bloody 
dangerous. On the tar between the 
new bits of road surface the front 
wheel would lock at over 120 mph. 
That's not funny,” he said. 

Manship and Lucchinelli protested, 
but the FIM jury met, studied the 
claims and the lap charts and comfir- 
med the result. So Roberts is the win- 
ner, and Sheene’s hopes of a third 
world title look a little grim, but not 
impossible. 
350cc 

Kork Ballington and Kawasaki are 
World Champions! The tough little 
South African, double winner at the 
British Grand Prix last year on his own 
Yamahas, clinched the 350cc title in 
style at Silverstone on Sunday with a 
clear-cut win. 

“I may not be the youngest but I'm 
certainly one of the happiest World 
Champions ever,” quipped Kork, who 
was born in Rhodesia, brought up in 
South Africa, but now lives in England 
and has a British passport. 

For 20 of the 28 laps Ireland's Tom 
Herron (Yamaha) battled with 
Ballington. But, although he set the 
new lap record for the 350cc class at 
112.30 mph, his Yamaha just had not 
got the speed to catch the leader after 
he had been baulked by a- lapped 
rider. 


“My only chance was to hangon and 





hope. Once I lost him I'd had it,” said 
Herron who scored three second places 
at Silverstone and won the Man of the 
Meeting award. 

An exciting battle for third went to 
Mick Grand (Kawasaki) who passed 
Frenchman Michel  Rougerie 
(Yamaha) in the closing stages. 

Ballington had been fastest during 
practicing, beating the old 500cc lap 
record, but rival, and reigning cham- 
pion, Takazumi Katayama (Yamaha) 
was second fastest with Olivier 
Chevallier (Yamaha) and Aussie 
Gregg Hansford (Kawasaki) close 
behind. 

From the start Herron shot ahead to 
lead at the end of the lap from 
Rougerie, Grant, Ballington and Jon 
Ekerold (Yamaha). Katayama was 
already in trouble and retired on the 
second lap with a broken crank and 
with Hansford struggling in sixth place 
things looked good for Kork. 

Riding superbly, Ballington picked 
off grant and then Rougerie. Ekerold 
went out with a broken gear-change 
shaft and Hansford followed a few laps 
later when the alloy swinging arm of 
his Kawasaki broke. 

By the time Hansford retired, af- 
ter nine laps, Ballington was right with 
Herron and they swapped first place 
right up until the halfway stage, lap 
14. After that Ballington was in con- 
trol and finally broke away to win’ by 
10 seconds. 

Rougerie hung on to the leaders un- 
til lap 13, then, with his engine over- 
heating, he gradually slowed and on 
lap 20 Grant passed him. Rougerie’s 
engine went onto one cylinder on the 
last lap but he managed to limp home 
to finish fourth just ahead of a 
magnificent six-sided dice in which 
Gianfranco Bonera (Yamaha) beat 
Vic Soussan (Yamaha), Christian Sar- 
ron (Yamaha), Olivier Chevallier 
(Yamaha), Lief Gustafsson (Yamaha), 
and Patrick Pons (Yamaha). 


250cc 

Tom Herron is just fed up to the 
back teeth with Kawasaki! The Ulster 
privateer found once again that his 
Yamaha twin just has not got the legs 
ot the green meanie, and he had to set- 
tle for second spot to West German 
Anton Mang at the end of a thrilling 
26-lap 250cc race. 

The victory was Mang’s first 250cc 


‘GP success, and he could hardly have 


done it in better style. He had caught 
Herron after 17 laps, but Tom would 
not let him get away and the Irish- 
man’s last bend effort to snatch back 
the lead only just failed. 

Tom's gallant bid — his third run- 
ner-up spot in the weekend program- 
me — was good enough to clinch for 
him the John Player Man of the 
Meeting award. Perhaps South 
African Kork Ballington would have 
won that title, if he had finished, but it 
wasn't that that he regretted not col- 
lecting when the Kawasaki's crank- 
shaft failed. 

That breakdown, his first of the 
season, cost him another good chance 
to stretch still further his lead over 
Kawasaki teammate Gregg Hansford, 
who made a terrible start, and then 
crashed at Becketts on the second lap 
whilst trying to make up ground. 

With Hansford out, and Kenny 
Roberts deciding to give this 250cc 
race a miss, Ballington saw the chance 
slip by, when his bike stopped after 
nine laps, while he was battling with 
Herron and Frenchman Olivier 
Chevallier (Yamaha) for the lead. 
With Kork gone, the two Yamaha 
privateers both sensed victory, but 
Olly was too keen to win and on lap 13 
he fell off, without injury, at Beckett's, 
the spot that had claimed Hansford 
earlier. 

Herron’s dream of that elusive GP 
win faded as it became obvious that 





Anton Mang’s Kawasaki was miles an 
hour quicker than his Yamaha, which 
had looked a match for Ballington’s 
green meanie at the start of the race. 

But Mang’s progress was unstop- 
pable. A lonely third was Frenchman 
Raymond Roche, while Mick Grant 
(Kawasaki) as far down as ninth place 
at one stage, increased his pace as the 
track dried to take fourth spot. 

The Yorkshireman had to hurry 
over the line though, for Chevallier 
had remounted and was just one tenth 
of a second behind him at the finish, 
and fourth to eighth place finishers, 
Grant, Chevallier, Hans Muller, Jean- 
Francois Balde and Patrick Fernandez 
were separated by just one second. 

Clive Padgett, his toes bandaged af- 
ter making them bleed with his cor- 
nering tactics in the earlier 350cc race, 
was llth. But unluckily Dave Hick- 
man saw his hopes of a good result th- 
warted by a terrible start in his first 
world championship race on the fac- 
tory Jawa, and to cap it all he then 
crashed the Chechoslovak two-stroke 
and was taken to the hospital with a 
spinal injury. 


125cc 

Eight times World Champion Angel 
Nieto (Minarelli) gave a breathtaking 
performance to win the 125cc race — 
and show that he is still one of the top 
small bike riders in the world. 

Last years World Champion led 
from start to the finish of the 24-lap 
race, to boost his points tally to 58, but 
the effort has come too late for him to 
catch this year’s champion-elect 


Eugenio Lazzarini — whose total is 
now 111, after a fine third place on 
Sunday. 


But the sensation of the race was 
Derby professional Clive Horton; who 
fought his way through the field on his 
Morbidelli to a magnificent second 
spot, his highest-ever GP placing. 

He passed Lazzarini, who had 
chased the flying Nieto for several laps 
at the start of the race, and then, with 
the track wet from a heavy shower, 
caught Frenchman Thierry Espio 
(Motobecane) to take runner-up spot. 

Horton admitted after the race that 
he had had his moments. “I could feel 
the front wheel creeping away several 
times. I don’t like riding in the wet but 
when you are a professional you have 
to’ keep going to make your bread and 
butter.” 

It looked for the first quarter of the 
race as though Lazzarini was shaping 
to pass Nieto as the two pulled away 
from Espio. Then it began to rain and 
Lazzarini, obviously unhappy in the 
wet, dropped back and was caught by 
Espie. 

The Frenchman seemed to be cat- 
ching Nieto in the bad conditions until 
suddenly his last year’s Motobecane 
cracked an expansion chamber and 
went very flat. 

Horton was sixth at the end of the 
first lap and losing on the leading pair. 
He dropped to seventh on the seventh 
lap when the rain started and then 
started to gain ground. 

He was promoted to fifth when 
Luigi Conforti (Morbidelli) fell at 
Stowe and by lap 18 had passed Laz- 
zarini. It then only took him a few laps 
more to catch Espio, who was even- 
tually caught by Lazzarini. 


Sidecar 

Alain Michel (Seymaz Yamaha), the 
French sidecar racer who wants to 
switch to car racing soon, lived up to 
his pre-race promise that he would win 
the three-wheeler race, if it rained! 

He beat the Swiss ace Rolf Biland, 
who decided after all to use the con- 
troversial Beo Yamaha, by over 10 
seconds, after quickening his pace 
mid-way through. when Biland had 
closed the gap to just a handful of 
seconds. Biland was happy enough 
with second place, though, for iť in- 





creased his lead in the world title chase 
to 19 points over second place man 
Michel, with two rounds still to go. 

Third home in a wet and slippery 
battle was Scotsman Jock Taylor on 
the new Fowler Yamaha. He finally 
got the better of Bill Hodgkins 
(Yamaha) in the closing stages, when 
John Parkin, Bill's passenger, actually 
fell out of the chair at Stowe; and only 
just managed to hang on. 

“If Bill had been using the 750cc 
engine, or if the track had been dry, 
we would have parted company. The 
conditions kept the speeds down, and I 
managed to grab hold with the other 
hand,” said John after the race. 

West German Werner Schwarzel’s 
hopes of staging a last-minute 
challenge for the title fizzled out early 
in the race. The clutch failed on the 
Helmut Fath Aro outfit after just three 
laps, and Swiss ace Bruno Holzer 
(Seymaz Yamah), winner of the 
Belgian Grand Prix, also failed to add 
to his score when he went out after 13 
laps. 

Reigning World Champion George 
O'Dell (Schmid Yamaha), still suf- 
fering some pain from his leg broken 
during his TT crash, came charging 
through to fifth place, pushing Mick 
Boddice (Woodhouse Yamaha) and 
Jean-Francois Monnin. (Seymaz Ya- 
maha) baca into sixth and seventh 
spots, after a dice that lasted through- 
out the race. O'Dell had been in 
second spot at the end of the opening 
lap, but he slipped back gradually to 
lie eighth after five laps before gritting 
his teeth and fighting back through 
stamina and determination. 

But the pride of the British crews 
this time were undoubtedly Jock 
Taylor and Bill Hodgkins. Jock, the 
Scottish newcomer to the Grand Prix 
trail, with the inexperienced teenager 
James Neil in the chair, looked every 
bit as good in the race as he had in 
training — where he had fought his 
way through to fifth fastest, just a 
touch slower than men like Rolf 
Biland, Alain Michel and Rolf 
Steinhausen. 

If it had been dry, who knows where 
Jock might have finished, but he was 
delighted with 10 points to lift him in- 
to the top six of the world champion- 
oe table. 3 

teinhausen never looked at ease on 
the wet track, and finally pulled out a 
few laps from home, when lying 
eighth. e

Speaking of the privileged few, the 
trail won't require locking up millions 
of acres of land; such a trail can be 
compatable with other uses and users 
of the forest. All it takes is a little 
planning. 

To help with the image building- 
conversion process, there'll be some 
subliminal ORV education built into 
interpretive sites along the trail, and 
enforcement to insure adequate 
mufflers on the bikes and courteous 
operators. 

The NMA feels this trail will have 
national, as well as state, significance. 
They note that, “There is an 
overpowering sense (by trail riders) of 
having been cheated out of a rightful 
share of America’s outdoor recreation 
resources. Parents of trail biking 
families are at a loss to explain to their 
children how a democratic system can 
designate millions of acres for the 
exclusive use of elite wilderness users 
and do virtually nothing for the 10% 
of the population that participates in 
ORV recreation.” 

Strong stuff. And true. It’s obvious 
that we'll never get our share of the 
recreation buck and opportunities 
unless we make a move. This is a first 
step, and a hell of a good one for all of 
us, all over America. Get behind it. 

You can help get things rolling by 
starting a petition in your area — your 
favorite bike shop, race track, club or 
wherever. It should be entitled 
“Petition for the construction of a 
trailbike trail of state and national 
significance,” and it should be 
directed to The Supervisors of 
Wenatchee and Mt. Baker- 
Snoqualmie National Forests, The 
Reigonal Forester of Region Six, The 
Commissioner of Public Lands in the 
State of Washington, The Interagency 
Committe for Outdoor Recreation and 
the Federal Heritage, Conservation 
and Recreation Service. 

It should be worded as follows: We, 
the undersigned citizens and outdoor 
recreationists do hereby submit this 
petition for the zmmediate funding, 
planning, construction and operation 
of a continuous trailbike trail of not 
less than 200 miles in length. Said trail 
to begin in the vicinity (within six air 
miles) of Section 13, Township 12N, 
Range 13E (Ahtahnum) thence 
traveling westward approximately 
along the route as detailed on the 
master map submitted by the 
Northwest Motorcycle Association 
Trail Division and ending in the 
vicinity of Section 30, Township 19N, 
Range 11E (Greenwater). Said facility 
to include the signs, trailheads, 
campgrounds and other features 
necessary for utilization and 
enjoyment by trailbike enthusiasts. We 
further ask for close adherence to the 
detailed proposal as submitted by the 
NMA Trail Division and which is an 
inseparable part of this petition. 

Then mail the completed petition to 
the following address:

One last thing. Bert Cole is 
Washington's Commissioner of Public 
Lands, and directs that state’s 
Department of Natural Resources. 
Mr. Cole believes ORV recreationists 
have just as much right to use the land 
as any other recreationist. But he also 
knows they'll need cash to get their 
share. Thus he was instrumental in the 
creation of a legislatively enacted 
ORV program that has 1.6 million 
dollars to spend this year alone in 
building ORV facilities. As Mr. Cole 
has provided the cash to build such a 
trail, it seems only fitting to name it 
after him; with your help it will be 
built, and your reward will be riding 
it. e

Luibimsky leads 
the way in AFM 
250cc GP

ONTARIO, CA, AUG. 18 

Despite the fact that a lot of the 
usual competitors went to Pocono 
for the AMA/Camel Pro Series 
road race held on the same week- 
end, 265 riders managed to come to 
Ontario Motor Speedway for the 
American Federation of Motorcyclists 
road race. 


One of them was a big surprise. Ron 
Pierce didn’t make the trip to Pocono. 
“Cost too much to go there,” said Ron, 
so he went to Ontario with a 250cc 
GP factory Kawasaki. “This bike used 
to be in a museum. It’s a ’75 ex-Yvon 
DuHamel factory machine, the chassis 
and the engine cases are originals but 
the top end comes from this year's 
model. I am testing the bike for 
Laguna Seca. I will run the 250cc class 
with it, the 750cc with my TZ750, and 
the Superbike Production with the 
Yoshimura GS1000 Suzuki.”* 

The AFM decided to pay classes 
that usually do not receive much, the 
125 and 500cc GP; 200 and 250cc 
Production and Superstreet. 

The side car race had to be 
cancelled, all the participants were in 
Pocono. 

For the 250cc GP race, Pierce was 
the only non-Yamaha, but did race 
long enough to be a challenge to the 
Yamaha field. Ron ran into 
mechanical problems, stopped on the 
third lap to pit, went for another lap 
and then stopped. 

John Glover grabbed the lead as 
soon as the green flag dropped ahead 
of Mark Homchick, John Gidney 
(Specialist II), Rudy Galindo and 
Gennady Luibimsky (Hunt Racing). 
On the fourth lap, after Pierce’s 
retirement, John Gidney went off the 
track on turn 19 and flattened his rear 
tire. One lap later Luibimsky passed 
Homchick, who was not running as 
well as he usually does on this track. 
Glover was running a superb race up 
front, resisting the attacks of 
Luibimsky for three laps. On the last 
lap, Luibimsky finally went by Glover 
in turn six to win the race. “I was 
getting tired,” recalled Glover. “I 
pushed too hard in the Open GP race, 
and I couldn’t resist when Gennady 
went by me.” Luibimsky admitted 
having some problems passing 
Homchick and Glover, but for him it 
was a fine weekend with a win in 410cc 
Production as well. 

Chuck Parme (Exhibition 
Engineering Kaw), who bested 
Whitney Blakeslee (Champion Kaw) 
in Open GP, met Blakeslee again in 
Heavyweight Superstreet. Blakeslee 
grabbed the lead ahead of Parme, Bill 
Henry and Dick Kilgroe. 

On the second lap, Parme had the 
lead, but on the next lap, Blakeslee 
outbraked Parme going into turn 19 
and had the lead for a short while. 
Parme repassed Blakeslee on the main 
straightaway and the positions 





remained the same for the next four 
laps. With one lap to go, Blakeslee was 
entering turn one when his engine 
blew, pouring oil on the rear tire and 
on the track. He fell, followed by a 
large cloud of white smoke. i 

The race director decided to red 
flag the race and roll back the 
positions to the seventh lap. Parme 
won, Blakeslee was second despite his 
fall, and Bill Henry was third. When 
Blakeslee’s bike was rolled back into 
the pits, he discovered he'd thrown a 
rod through the cases. 

Parme had an interesting 
statement: “Outside turn six there 
were some weird shadows. I thought it 
was Whitney catching up. I said ‘Oh 
boy, got to gas it up.’” Running after 
his own shadow may be Parme’s secret 
of winning.

Tripes, Bauer, 
Rhyan roost CMC 
Carlsbad MX

CARLSBAD, CA, AUG. 13 

For the first time in the brief his- 
tory of Continental Moto-sports 
Club’s Alba Honda XR-75 Series, 
500cc Junior Brad Thompson 
(Mai) and 500cc Intermediate Chris 
White (Yam) lost. 

Though relegated to second place 
by the motocrossers that trail them in 
points, Wayne Walther (Pen) and 
Mike Niccum (TNT), they remain in 
command of the standings in the 
series. 

In Pro action, Tim Tolar jetted his 
Cross Up Suzuki to the front of the first 
125cc moto. Cliff Lett (Yam) and 
Mike Tripes (Suz) gave chase that first 
ap. 

Factory Yamaha_ rider Mike 
Bell—out to ride all three Pro classes 
today — grabbed fourth on lap two. 

Lett inherited the lead on lap three 
when Tolar fell by the wayside. 

Tripes closed the gap between 
himself and Lett, finally passing him 
as they went around the ledge on lap 
six. Tim Lunde (Fra) moved into third 
when Bell slid back to sixth that lap. 

Lunde passed Lett on the downhill 
on lap eight, closed on Tripes and 
went into the lead. It was, however, a 
short-lived lead; Lunde’s engine 
expired due to seizure. It was the third 
straight week such a calamity has 
befallen the “Roo” and its cause eludes 
tuner/creator Kelvin Franks.

Lett was now back in second not too 
far behind Tripes. Rick Johnson 
(Yam) upset any plans Lett had for 
acquiring the lead when he passed him 
going up the downhill on lap 12. 

Johnson closed on Tripes in the last 
two laps, but couldn't pass him before 
running out of time. Bell came. back 
through the ranks, getting Lett on the 
last lap for third. Tony Gomez (Suz) 
finished fifth. 

In the second moto Tripes came 
around first on his box-stock RM. 
Gomez was second. He started inching 
forward on Tripes, getting close on lap 
five. 

On the downhill on lap six, Gomez 
eased by Tripes for the lead. Tripes 
wasn't ready to give up and stuck to 
Gomez, waiting for a mistake. 

Gomez didn't make a mistake 
Tripes could capitalize on, however, 
and finished in front. Johnson was 
third and closed on the first two late in 
the moto. 

Two divisions of 250cc Pros plus a 
consolation were run again today 
before a winner-take-all final. The 
first division saw Steve Bauer (Hon) 
take the lead before relinquishing it to 
Tolar on lap two. 

Tolar started to build a comfortable 
buffer over Val Tamietti (Mai) and 
Nelson Whitehall (Kaw). Bauer, after 
second lap problems, came up behind 
Whitehill on lap three and went by 
two laps later 2 

Continuing his charge, Bauer 
moved by Tamietti on lap seven and 
was closing on Tolar by the end. Steve 
Blackman (Mai) disposed of Whitehill 
for fourth. 

Lunde took his Maico to the second 
division win. Bell was second and 
nearly 25 seconds ahead of Clint 
Hardick (Hon), Dale Anderson (Mai) 
and Robert Reisinger (Kaw). 

The consolation was the last shot at 
making it into the final. Marty Miller 
(Suz), who seemed detuned after a 
crash in the second division while 
running second, went wire to wire. 

Lee Ramage (Hon) held second the 
entire race. Chuck Lunde (Hon) and 
Mike Sole (Suz) battled for third 
from the second lap. Each lap saw 
them trade places everywhere on the 
course. Lunde prevailed in the end 
with Gene Martin (CBS)earning fifth. 

The final belonged to Bauer. He 
careened his Tim Buck-tuned DG 
Honda in front for virtually the entire 
race. Tim Lunde hounded him for 
virtually the entire race, too. He 
grabbed the lead for a few brief 
moments on lap 10 on the downhill.

Entering the bermed right turn at 
the bottom of the hill, Lunde went to 
the inside, a gnarly section compared 
to Bauer's line. After Bauer had shut 
off for the corner, the bouncing Lunde 
received wouldn’t allow him to slow 
down. 

Accordingly, he went straight over 
the berm nearly flat out and did a 
skyshot off the fence. Very shaken, he 
was fortunate to escape with only a 
bad cut near his left eye. 

Miller, who had been running back 
in third, picked up second and held it 
the remaining few laps. Anderson 
moved to third in that time, followed 
by Wes Sutton (Mai) and Reisinger. 

Tamietti was first. out of the first 
turn in moto one of the 500cc Pros 
on his big-bore Track 'N Travel Maico. 
Bell overhauled him before the end of 
the first lap but was sidelined with a 
broken chain and painful knee on lap 
two. 

Tamietti then went back into the 
lead, holding it to the finish. Steve 
Rhyan (X-Up) pressured him the 
whole way, though, charging the last 
two laps. Alan Smith (Hus) rode third 
the last half of the race. 

Luke Messer (Mai) put his number 
one-plated bike into the number one 
position at the beginning of moto two. 
Tamietti, Rhyan, Smith and Bob 
Maxwell (Mai) all sped after him. 

Rhyan got things clicking on lap two 
when he passed Tamietti and then 
Messer a short time later. After that, it 
was goodbye as he ran off for the win.

The gap 
between second and third diminished 
towards the end of the moto, but 
Tamietti clung to his runner-up spot. 

Maxwell, who ran fourth the 
majority of the moto, slid back to 
seventh on the last lap. Messer, 
Bourne and Dale Luedtke (Suz) all 
went by him.

Jannings, Holley, 
Cole cop CRC 
night MX wins

VALENCIA, CA, AUG. 15 

Another new face entered the list 
of 250cc Pro winners of this sea- 
son’s CRC Tuesday night moto- 
cross at Indian Dunes. Kolbe 
Can-Am's Craig Cole rode flawlessly 
the entire evening and grabbed both 
motos, while leaving Mike Shoemaker 
and. Crossroads Suzuki's Mike Brown 
to,fight it out for second. In 125cc Pro 
action, Brown met PK/Yamaha’s 
Jimmy Holley and the duo engaged in 
a fierce disagreement as to who would 
take the number one spot. 

First out of the gate were the 125cc 
Pros, with Holley up the start hill in 
command. Chip Johnson began to 
renew the front-runners’ weekly duel, 
but fell on the second lap and dropped 
behind Brown and Rob Peeples. This 
sudden clearance was all Brown 
needed to get right after Holley, and 
ina matter of laps they were swapping 
the lead back and forth an average of 
three times a lap. 

As the two approached the esses on 
the eighth lap, Holley had just lost the 
lead to Brown, and tried to regain the 
position in the sweeping turns, but 
both riders tried for the same line at 
the same time, and in a tangle of 
machines, both ended up straddling 
the dirt. Johnson had moved past 
Peeples earlier and shot through the 
Holley/Brown mess to take the lead. 
Holley got up quickly and set out after 
Chip, with Brown finally restarting a 
ways behind. As Johnson exited the 
back straight, he clipped a downed 
rider and momentarily went out of 
control, but it was just enough for 
Holley to slip past for the lead. As the 
last lap came to a close, the front trio 
entered lapped traffic and it was a 
mad dash for the checkered and 
Holley held firm. Johnson picked up 
second with Brown a disappointing 
third. 

In the second moto, Demon Don 
Draz took a surprising holeshot after 
his fifth in the first moto, and took 
command of the race for the first two 
laps. Brown was right on his tail with 
Peeples following. Holley and Johnson 
were fighting for dead last off the line, 
but within a lap, Holley was up to 
third. On the third lap, Draz dropped 
to last place, rode two more laps, then 
pulled off altogether. This put Brown 
in the lead and Holley second, and 
Johnson slipped by Peeples for third. 
Brown held off Holley for the moto 





win, but the Yamaha support rider 
still took the overall. Brown collected 
second with Johnson third.

In the first moto, White shot into the 
lead with Jannings and JD's Dean 
Taylor trailing. At the halfway mark, 
Taylor dropped out and left it up to 
Jannings to catch White. The Husky- 
mounted White would not budge and 
took the win with Jannings right 
behind. 

In the second moto, Jannings 
grabbed the holeshot with White 
eating his knobbies. The farthest these 
two separated during the entire moto 


` was a few bikelengths, with Jennings 


holding the edge for the overall win. 
White picked up second with Taylor 
third. 

In the 250cc Pros, Craig Cole never 
lost a lap of both motos and rocketed 
to the overall victory. In the first moto, 
Mike Shoemaker took command of 
second from the first lap until the last 
lap, when he was passed by Mike 
Brown. Brown had rounded the first 
corner in fourth behind Rodney 
Morrison (Hon) and moved into third 
at the halfway point. 

At the start of the second moto, 
Cole again took command with 
Shoemaker second, only this time 
Mike was there to stay as he hounded 
Cole the entire moto.

The track was in exceptional 
condition, the best in years, the event 
ran nearly smooth as silk with the 
heats being over just in time for 
opening ceremonies and a good day of 
activities for all. 

Expert-rated Minibikes were once 
again invited and Doug Chandler 
continued to astound and dominate all 
at once. The 12-year-old wonder won 





both the 80cc and 100cc Expert mains 
with little brother Kurt taking a 
second in the 80cc for extra family joy 
and right after that, they all packed 
up and left for New York and National 
Amateur Championships along with 
some eight other families, also to 
contest the Nationals. 

Danny Moore, the former Mini-kid, 
took the 125cc Novice win from Gary 
Vincelet and Mike Arthur in fine style 
riding the very fast Cal Cycle Supply 
100cc Yamaha in a field of 125’s. Bob 
Silva wasn’t listed as a main event 
entry, but won the class easily over Joel 
Green while Bill Wainscot made the 
kids and grandparents happy about 
the combined 200cc Novice Junior win 
on his Bultaco.

Netto did 
the drag race number into the first 
corner along with Dan Castlehano and 
Denny Spence, and it was hors de 
combat from that point. Netto and 
Castlehano clashed all the way 
through while Spence hung in for 
third over Steve Harvey on the KR 
Racing Yamaha from Cal Cycle 
Supply and Benny King. Castlehano 
took over first just before the halfway 
point and appeared to have the 
Fremont Yamaha machine ready for 








the checkered until Netto turned the 
wick back up and repassed in the 
tricky first turn. Going down the front 
straight on the next lap, Castlehano 
WFOed it and held the inside line to 
regain the lead and the win.

The citizenry 
showed up en masse to pack the park 
with people, and even a staff of Ponca 
City doctors gave time to be there just 
in case someone got hurt. 

Yamaha got behind the program by 
sponsoring all 60 regional 
championships and donating five 
YZ80s to those who, in the five major 
Stock classes, won the title of Grand 
National Champion. In addition; 
Yamaha flew in new two-time 125cc 
National Motocross Champion Broc 
Glover and new factory Yamaha rider 
Jeff Ward, a five-time NMA 
Champion, to preside over the 
festivities and be in the parade. 

Out of the more than 1,000 entries; 
one of the best was 11-year-old Rick 











Hemme. Hot little Hemme hustled his 
way into five different events and won 
them all to bag one of the Yamaha 
YZ80s. Hemme won overall in the 
Junior Cycle Modified, Junior Cycle 
Stock, 83cc Modified 9-11-year-old 
Expert, 83cc Stock 9-11 Expert and 
the 105cc Open 9-11 Expert classes. 

Scott Burnworth did his damage by 
winning all three of the classes he 
entered. The 83cc Modifed 12-years- 
and-over Expert class had so many 
entries thatit had to be run in two 
divisions. Each division ran two motos 
and the 10 best in each ran a final run- 
off. 

Erik Kehoe had won the first race in 
his division, but in the second race he 
and Steve Schmitz were elbow to elbow 
in almost every turn before Kehoe flew 
off the highest hill on the course and 
landed on his back, letting Schmitz 
grab the win. 

In the second division, Chris Heisser 
and Scott Burnworth were going at it 
with a similar fevered pitch. Heisser 
won the first moto and Burnworth the 
second. 

In the run-off, Burnworth plainly 
let the others know he meant business 
as he dominated the entire moto. 
Burnworth also won in the 83cc Stock 
12 and over Expert class to pick up one 
of the four remaining Yamahas. 
Burnworth also won the 105cc Open 
12 and over Expert class. 

The other three Yamaha winners 
were Greg Foutz from Amarillo, TX, 
who took the 83cc Stock Novice 12 and 
over class; Tim Butler of Azle, TX, 
who roosted the 83cc Stock 
Intermediate 12 and over class; and 
Rayford Collins of Jackson, TN, who 
topped the 83cc Stock Novice 9-11 
race. 

When the whole gig was over, the 
AMBUCS loaned the NMA the Moose 
Lodge for their award presentation 
and set up a display like you’ve never 
seen, over 450 trophies strung out in 
long lines with the five Yamahas on a 
stage in back. There was even a cake, 


baked by a local housewife, 
overlooking the whole affair with a toy 
Yamaha stuck on top of the icing. The 
whole town of Ponca City got behind 
the race in a way that’s hard to believe, 
and in fact, the town is so proud of 
their track that city street signs point 
out the way to the track. 


Cushings cash in at
